Regarding staffing updates the Administrative Assistant interviews were completed by Chief Investigator 

Warfield and myself, and I do plan to have a recommendation for the Board's consideration at next week's meeting. 

The Outstanding DPD Requests listed requests that the Board is still waiting for DPD to provide data and information. 

The following requests have been fulfilled, DPD BWC Audit Standard Operation Procedures. Those were received and 

are included in your incoming correspondence. The organizational chart that is included does not include names. I will 

follow-up with DPD. BOPC Staff will begin their analysis on those standard operating procedures. The other request 

that has been fulfilled in part is the arrested DPD members. In response to the request for an update on the DPD 

member that was arrested on April 24, 2023, the letter does not include the member’s current duty status, as was 

requested.
